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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an applicatipn filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C r 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,549,630 to Bonutti. Bonutti discloses in figure 4 a hollow guide sleeve (82 
and 112) through which an anchor may be passed (though not necessarily the one 
disclosed in the Bonutti reference). A shoulder is formed between the point at the distal 
end of element 1 12 and the face (the distal end) of element 82. Figure 5 illustrates a 
bevel at the point. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,200,322 to Branch et al. For claims 1-8 and 1 1 , the Branch patent 
discloses in figures 2a and 2b a hollow guide sleeve through which an implant is passed 
(column 6, lines 46-53). The device includes a single point (either point 38 or point 42) 
projecting from the annular face. 
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Alternatively, for claims 1-11, figures 4a, 4b and 17 disclose a guide sleeve 100 
having a face 140, a point (either 154 or 148), a shoulder 152. The device further 
includes a "suture anchor" 8 (which is only positively recited in claim 1 1 and need not 
disclose a suture), and an anchor rotator 220 and 224.
